of the Italian government to put an 
end for all time to come to the two 
great Italian criminal 
organizations, 
the Camorra of Naples and the Mafia 
of Sicily, which for half a 
century 
have been notorious the world over. 
Only members of the Camorra were 
involved in the trial but the govern­ 
ment was confident that if a score 
or more of the— could 
be 
heavily 
punished, it would not only effectual­ 
ly end that organisation but that the 
Mafia of Sicily would at once end its 
operations. 
The trial of the forty-two members 
of the Camorra began March ll, 1911, 
and lasting until 
today makes the 
trial one of the longest criminal pros 
—utions of modern times, if not of 
all times. The length of the trial was 
due largely to the fact that in add! 
tion to trying to convict the forty- 
two Camorrista of the 
murder 
of 
Cuoccolo and his wife, the govern­ 
ment also —ught to prove scores and 
scores bf other crimes, alleged to have 
been committed by the men on trial 
and to abow that all of theta were 
—mmltted under the auspices of the 
Camorra and that the booty in each 
c u e w— distributed among the mem­ 
bers of the a—iety according to their 
own lawa of division. 
The murder of the Cuoccolos, which 
constituted the specific charge against 
the forty-taro men, occurred a t Naples 
June 6, 1906. 
Cuoccolo had b—n a 
former leader of the Camorra, and his 
wife, known as “the beautiful Sorren- 
tlno” had been a woman of the half­ 
world. Cuoccolo fell out with Enrico 
Alfano, tho new leader of the Camor­ 
ra and was alleged to have b—n lur­ 
ed to the Torre del Oro—, a 
small 
suburb of Naples just at the toot of 
Mount V—uvlus, where he waa stab­ 
bed to d—th. The —me night his wife 
w— similarly murdered in her apart­ 
ments in the Via Nardon— in Naples 
d o — to the Royal Pal—e. 
Alfano and his confederates 
were 
arrested at the time but through tho 
intervention of Father Circ Vittozzl, 
godfather of Alfano, who swore to an 
alibi for the men, they were all re­ 
leased.

of the length of the trial and the pe­ 
culiar mode of procedure. 
It w u with the utmost 
difficulty 
that Judge Blanchi wab able to se­ 
cure a Jury, as the average Italian 
w— confident that to he—me a juror 
in the — 
was equivalent to signing 
a death warrant at tho hands of the 
Camorra. The Jury however, was even­
